THE JURY SYSTEM. 

There uro a grant many excellent things 
which wo borrow from English law, but 
thero are somo very foolish il not indeed mis* 
chievous ones. Of tho latter class wo may, 
wo think, safely put down the unanimous 
verdict in criminal cusoa. There is scarcely 
an Assize Court hold in cither colony but 
discloses the defective character of our jury 
system. We seo a donou of mon locked up 
booause they cannot agree, and in the hope 
thai confinement rany force Ihom into unanim- 
ity. This somotimes has not the dosired tllcct, 
and tho jury is discharged, tho prisoner is 
remanded, tbo witnesses go homo, and tho 
wholo thing is gono into de novo at a future 
date, with an additional expense to the indi- 
vidual and to Iho country. Now, in the 
first place, tho system, with all its apparent 
mercy, is to the prisoner really tho most un- 
just ; for it tends to prolong his incarceration 
whon he is still, in tho eyes of the law, an 
inuocent man. It is unreasonable, and even 
brutal to the jury, for it relies on force to 
extort an opinion, us the Inquisition ol old 
relied on torture to extruot a confession. The 
rosult in tho ouo oaso is the satno us in 
the other. Men's lives or property are at 
the mercy of physical strength. If tho jury- 
man is weak, and cannot hear confinement or 
long fasting, he is most likely in tho end to 
yield, and matter achieves a victory over 
mirid and morality. 

In this ago of enlightenment wo can 
scarcely conceive a more barbarous and ir- 
rational scheme of jurisprudence. If we 
attempted to carry tho samo principle) into 
Legislative Assemblies, City Councils, or do 
liberativc bodies of auy sort, wo should be 
(and justly) charged wilh lunacy. And yet 
tho object of tho jury is tho exact same object 
as that of the Assembly — to arrive at truth 
and act upon it. To elicit this truth, the 
juror has all tho evidence brought out by 
examination and cross-examination, and by- 
way of a clarifier has the succinct and careful 
chargo of the judge. While tho weight of 
all this is resting on his mind, ho exchanges 
ideas with his fellow-jurymen — listens to 
what they have got to say and gives hi 
opinion. This differs from the opinions ol 
the others ; and for this ollonce they as well 
as he are locked up. Now the question re- 
solves itself into not who has the clearest 
notion of tho case, which i:- under delibera' 
tioD, but who haB got the strongest consiitu 
tion.and the greatest determination. If then 
are a number ol men of this class on the 
jury the chances arc that they will, under the 
looking up system, bully tho rest iuio 
compliance — which simply means that 
they will tire their fellow-jurors intu per 
jury. For it certainly stands to reason 
that if a man swears to give his decision 
to tho best of his ability, the opinion which 
ho forms when the whole case is fresh before 
him is an honest opinion, and if ho is induced 
to change it through tho fear of losing his 
liberty or his customary meals, we ca*i only 
oomo to the couclusiun that ho has genu in 
direot contradiction to his oath. Thus, Ihen 
we see the effect of this compulsory unanimity 
is unjust to the prisoner, unjust to tho jury 
and unjust to tho country. It makes, in fict, 
the intelligence and integrity of iho jurors 
subordinato to their appotile or constitution 
Bad as tho principle is in populous ooun> 
trios, tho evil becomes intensified in small 
communities. In thu latlor places it is aim 
impossible to find a man charged will 
crime who has not got some friends who, il 
they becaino jurors, would not slick out to 
the last in his defence. Iu a commuuily like 
our own, as wo have iu former issues pointed 
out, where society is split up into fragmentary 
associations or clannish coteries, tho difficulty 
of ohtaiuing u unanimous verdict is almost 
beyond tho bounds of possibility. Tho con 
sequence is that the laws uf the country nte 
virtually set at defiance, or as we have staled 
above, the prisouer is retained a longer period 
in confinement wliilo his guilt is still merely 
matter of conjecture. This must surely up 
poar iniquitous to oven Iho least discern 
ing. With all our vonoratiou for tho customs 
of our forofathers, we think the timo has ur 
rived when we should evince loss of tlio 
Chinese worship of the past and more of Ibfl 
praotical tendencies of Iho present. In ibis 
rospoet we had beller tnko a leaf from the 
Scotch with their majority system. Wa 
havo already abolished tho unanimous jury 
in civil cases ; let us havo a schome equally 
doo'iBivo in our criminal courts. Lot us have 
a verdict from twelve out of fifteen— or Bomo 
such proportion— a final vordiot that will 
waste no timo, outrage no sense of decency 
or justice by tho locking up of the jury, and 
rolain the prisoner iu eusponse not a single 
day longer than there is absolute necessity for 
Att present ns the law stands thero is really no 
dolinito end to a disagreeing jury. The 
general custom is, but thero is no ppecilic 
law on tho subjocl, to lock Iho jurors up for 
six hours, and if by that time they aio not 
unanimous to lock Ilium up still further or 
discharge them. A fresh set of men 
thou eropaonsled, and the whole case is gono 
over again, with probably similar results. II 
wo tulto u three-fourths or four-filths vordiot 
we finish tho ca'SO at once, and acquit or 
convict thu prisoner. Wo havo Ihen tho 
uncoerced and lionost opinion of Iho great 
bulk of tho jurors — wc huvo the lime of tho 
aoittt, of tho witnesses, and of tho jury 
thonuelvct saved— and lastly, wo havo a 
better guarantee of justice than wo ever can 
by any possiblo meaus havo by our present 
Antiquated and Irrational eyiiohj of unanimous 
VAfdlaM.

The Columbia Kiveh Diggings. — Major 
Francis, Paymaster, U.S.A., who left Colville 
on Nov. 1st, famishes the following to lho 
Oregonian : — 'I'horo has been one full ol 
enow, but it mostly molted away In tie next 
three days. The weather had been quite 
cold. The Vancouver Be/jisler eays Major 
F. had oonlur proof ol the discovery of now 
gold diggings on creeks which enter the 
upper Columbia some hundied miles abovo 
Colville. There wore not moro than thirty 
men in those now diggings, and they had no 
subsistence but SoUi. They weiy averaging 
S35 a-duy to the hand. The diggings had 
been discovered something moro than a 
month. Dust to the amount of 824,000 had 
been received in the valley. The dint was 
coarse, bright anil beautilul — worth §19 50 
per ounce. Captain While had nearly com- 
plelod his steamer on lho Isl inst. He ex- 
pected to make her lri;il mp within three 
weeks from that tune. .She Is built at the 
Little Dalles, 10 miles by u good road from 
Colville. The river is navigable above more 
than 2o0 miles. The Caplain thinks he will 
be able to transport passengers lho whole 
distance for $25, and is confident that his 
enterprise will bo a success. Tho whole 
dislance iroin Wallula to tho Little Dalles is 
about 240 miles, and is a good natural road, 
with two ferries and the necessary bridges. 
It is anticipated that there will bo a largo 
development of tho resources ol this upper 
country lho coming year. 

Vessels Disabled. — Captain Iloeder in* 
forms us that a number ol vessels were 
stripped of their sails, aud others dismasted, 
during lho recont severe gale down the Sound 
and in the Straits. The brig Hugh Barclay 
was dismasted, and the bark Ella Francis 
disobled. The Straits were filled with floating 
timber, which made navigation extremely 
daDgni^-.. \v n shall doubtless hear of many 
wrecks aloruj ..ouo.. — * 

Tun Late Storm was very severe in 
California. Nearly all the streams rose to a 
greater height than they had attained during 
the last four years. The damages by high 
water in some portions of tho Slate have 
been considerable. Several persons are re- 
ported drowned.

SoPREHH Oi;itT— Much interest was felt 
in this oily yesterday in tho result of the 
trial of Maurico Caroy (or arson. Tho jury 
woro locked up tho previous night, being 
unable to agroo as to the verdict, and uo re- 
freshment was furnished thorn. A little belore 
noon, they were again summoned by His 
Lordship Chief Justice Nccdham, who re-, 
marked that ho was sorry thoy could not 
agree ; ho would read over tho cvidouco to 
thorn, whioh he did in a vory careful manner, 
pointing out to thorn all the important points 
and making deductions from them. Tho 
prisoner asked permission to make a state- 
ment in contradiction lo a part of tho evi- 
dence, which tho judge allowed him lo do, 
but said it was not the limoto make u speech. 
His Lordship poiuted out to tho jury vory 
strongly that although tho prisonur had been 
vory ably defended by his counsel and attor- 
ney (Mr. King and Mr. Bishop) yet they had 
not iriod in any way to prove unuttoi; thai 
if tho prisoner had accounted for his time il 
would huvo gone a, long way to disprove the 
evidence belore tho jury. Aflcr rending the 
whole of the evidenco His Lordship said — I 
pray yo a to rooousider tho matter and to dis- 
card all previous bias. It is tho work of an 
incendiary; if you want to know who did it 
look ti tho motive. I pray you, gentlemen, 
to givo the matter your culm, Impassionate 
consideration. The jury wore then again 
locked up. The prisoner Baid he had sevo~ 
rul witnesses lo call to prove whero he was 
on the night of tho firo but Mr. King had 
advised him not to call them as thcro was 
uo caso to rebut. His Lordship said that 
did not aller the caso ; his counsel had made 
a most able address, ami nt any future lime, 
if it was necessary, ho could hear thai evi 
donee, but he did not think that il was neces- 
sary to trouble tho jury's mind with il now. 
Alout -1 o'clock it transpired that one of the 
jurors was seriouslv unwell and Dr. Dickson 
was called in lo attend him ; a medical cer- 
tificate was iheu banded into lho court, 
whereupon His Lordship sent for tho Jury. 
Chief Justice — Gentlemen, are you all agreed! 
The lorcman (Alex. Phillips) — No, my lord, 
there is not tho slightest show for it. Tho 
Chief Justice — 1 regret to hear il, I deeply 
regrcl it, as much in tho interest of the com- 
munity as a matter ol justice to tho prisoner 
at the bar, However, I do not wish to push 
thingn to extremes, and n« I have received a 
communication from an eminent me. heal 
man, that thoro is a possibility of perhaps 
lifo being imperilled I have no other niter 
native than lo disoharge you. Tho accused 
was then remove.! in the custody of the 
gaoler, and remanded for auolhor trial.

THE BLOCKADE.

The Spanish Flout consists of lho following 
vessels: — Villa do Madrid, flagship, and Re- 
solution, two frigates, and Veucedora, gun- 
boat, at Valparaiso ; Bianoa, frigate, at t.'al- 
d^ra; Ustenquela, frigate, at Cof|uimbo ; lho 
Marquez de la Victoria, as a transport, with 
another gunboat carrying despatches. 

In business affairs an unprecedented panic 
was created. Immediately there was a run 
on th* banks, which stood out well for the 
first day, but on tho following day all had to 
suspend cash payments. Application was at 
once made "to Congress lo authoriso nn issue 
of Hunk notes; this was met readily, and a 
million and a-half dollars allowed to bo 
issued on the acurity of tho capital of tho 
banks. 

Foroign merchants and residents have held 
several meetings, with the view of inducing 
their representative Ministers or Consuls to 
interfere actively for their protection ; but il 
unfortunately has happened that no foreign 
Admiral or Oommodoio has boon in Valpa- 
raiso all lho tiino of theso occurrences. Since 
last advices and up lo tho lime of the block- 
ade, only one vessel from abroad had reached 
Valparaiso, the British hark Elizabeth Mar- 
tin, from Liverpool. Since the blockade lho 
following have arrived, but were not permit- 
tod to onler lho purl : lirilieh bark Clifton ; 
Hamburgh bark, Rioardo ; British bark, 
Alosa ; and British bulk, Athelslau 
last two from Swansea with coals. 

The lollowii g managed lo evade the block- 
ade, got into porl and are now discharging : 
Brilish ship West Australian, from New- 
York ; British bark Allan .Sedgwick, from 
Liverpool ; British burl; Elizabeth llard- 
grove, Irom Liverpool : British bark Egbert, 
Irorn Swansea ; and French ship Napoleon 
III, from 11 ivre. 

During the ten days allowed before insli- 
tutlng the close of blockade every available 
vessel was aken up to load, native produce, 
flour, whea; &o. 

On Soptiinber 30th ibo Pacific Steam 
Navigation Jompany's new steamer Santiago 
arrived at Valparaiso, after a voyage ol 44 
days, ami wis allowed by special permission 
lo Outer lho harbor.

THE WAR AT THE CAPE f GOOD 
HOPE. 

The nowK from lho Onpo of which we 
published a tolcgruphio summary last 
ovening, shows that tlio Boers have found 
formidable antagonists in Chief Mushcsh 
and his people. On tlio 8th of August 
they made an attempt to capture tho 
Basulo mountain city ol Tuaba Bosigo. 
Thoj marched to tho foot of the moun- 
tain over 2,000 strong, nml amply 
supplied with the moans of modern war- 
faro, including Whitworth ami Arm- 
strong cannon. A force of 1,100 men, 
with live guns, under Commandant Pick, 
made the first attack, but occupied a 
whole day, and rctrcatod, hav.ug done 
comparatively norhing, while t hey hud 
not lost a single man, mid their casualties 
were only ten men slightly wounded. A 
great deal of recrimination, wo are told, 
ensued among the Boors upon this affair. 
The next attack took place on August 14 
when about 1,900 men were told off for
